The Annual Return of Boston Commandery No. 2 
for the year ending June 30, 1989 reports to the 
Grand Commandery of Knights Templars and the 
Appendant Orders of Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island as follows: 

Number of members returned June 20, 1988 was 612.
